ALBERTA’S MINERAL WRALTH, 


We have been shown by a 
gentleman who has been in the 
mountains a number of fresh 
specimens of metallic ores from 
the Rockies which possess a 
special interest for the cilizens 
off Calgary and the district of 
Alberta, since they were found 
not far trom Calgary and within 
the district of Alberta, in situa- 
tions tributary to Calgary, and 
represent properties of enormous 
value which, we hope, are des- 
tined to add vastly to the wealth 
of Calgary and Alberta. We have 
handled these specimens, and 
their value and significance 
have been fully explained to us, 
and we trust that in the near 
future there will be such de- 
velopment in the country poss- 
essed of this immense wealth as 
will not fail to astonish those in 
authority in the slow footed, 
heavy heeled Geological Depart- 
ment who have heen giving out 
that there are “no minerals in 
the Rockies.” We premise sim- 
ply that all of the specimens un- 
der consideration are found in 
the Bow River Basin, nearly all 
within ten miles of the river,

miles, easily reached and withia 10 or 12 
miles of the railway. Prospectors have 
vot been active in bringing doposite of 
ion ore before the notice of the publie, as 
i requires a large capital for their proper 
development; and until now such ores 
have been of little value in the Bow 
valley. But the discovery of good coking 
coal at Canmore would seeu to indicate 
thatiron mines may be profitably worked 
in the near future.” 

Such encouraging discoveries 
as these should stimulate pros- 
pectors and capitalists to un- 
earth the hidden treasures of 
the Rockies and should be the 
means of attracting fresh atten- 
tion to the immense possibilities 
for the development of the nat- 
ural resources of Alberta. We 
in Calgary should not be back- 
ward in placing before capital- 
ists the immense field which 
Alberta offers for the display of 
such enterprise as has enriched 
countries not possessing a tithe 
of the undeveloped mineral 
wealth which is already found 
to be within sight of our high- 
ly favored town.
